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Cingular’s $41B bid for AT&T raises competition worries 


ATLANTA I Cingular Wireless agreed to pay 
nearly $41 billion in cash to buy AT&T 
Wireless Services to create the nation’s larg- 
est mobile phone company, raising concern 
among consumer advocates that it may hurt 
competition and impede lower prices. 

The agreement announced Tuesday 
between the second and third largest U.S. 
wireless companies would create a cellular 
giant with 46 million subscribers and 70,000 


employees. Current market leader Verizon 
Wireless has 37.5 million customers. 

The deal — subject to approval by AT&T 
Wireless shareholders and federal regula- 
tors — would be a boon for Atlanta-based 
Cingular’s efforts to cut costs, fill service 
gaps and expand its spectrum, or radio 
frequency, in several key U.S markets, thus 
enabling it to offer wireless Internet access 
at broadband speed. 


Some fear the merger, trimming the num- 
ber of national players from six to five, could 
reduce the fierce competition that has driven 
down prices in the U.S. cellular market. 

“Losing a competitor in this kind of mar- 
ket hurts consumers, especially when you’re 
merging the big players,” said Mark Cooper, 
director of research at the Washington-based 
Consumer Federation of America. “It’s not five 
and six that’s merging. It’s two and three.” 

The combined company would carry the

August that she was sexually harassed while at 
Colorado, but she did not mention rape. 

She told Sports Illustrated, however, that 
she was assaulted in the summer of 2000 at 
a teammate’s home. 

The accusation comes after three weeks of 
stunning allegations involving the Colorado 
football program. Three women have sued the 
school in federal court, saying they were raped 
by players or recruits at or after an off-campus

Democratic Underdogs Losing Steam 


Dean, Edwards scraping to reach ‘Super Tuesday 


WASHINGTON | John Kerry kept 
President Bush in his crosshairs 
Tuesday as his chief Democratic 
rivals vowed to continue their fight 
for their party’s nomination regard- 
less of the outcome of the day’s pri- 
mary vote in Wisconsin. 

“This is not a conservative 
Republican administration, this 
is an extreme radical administra- 
tion,” Kerry said, accusing Bush of 
“walking away” from U.S. veterans. 
The president’s campaign quickly 
responded with a statement accus- 
ing Kerry, a decorated Vietnam War 
veteran, of voting against the inter- 
ests of veterans and U.S. troops dur- 
ing his 19 -year Senate career. 

Kerry had trounced his compe- 
tition in 14 of the 16 primaries and 
caucuses held before Tuesday. The 
next major barrage of primaries 
is March 2, when delegate-rich 
California, New York, Ohio and 
seven other states hold contests. 


North Carolina Sen. John 
Edwards and former Vermont 
Gov. Howard Dean, Kerry’s near- 
est competitors, hoped they could 
raise enough money to survive until 
“Super Tuesday.” 

Kerry plans to compete in 
every March 2 state. A cash- 
strapped Edwards intends to target 
California, New York and Georgia. 

Top Dean advisers predicted that 
their proud and stubborn boss would 
soon stop campaigning against 
Kerry, even if he refuses to techni- 
cally shut down his campaign. 

Edwards is in a slightly bet- 
ter position than Dean to survive. 
While Dean is winless and run- 
ning out of credibility, Edwards 
won his native South Carolina and 
has impressed Democrats with his 
polished, upbeat style. His advisers, 
however, acknowledged the odds 
were stacked against Edwards.

Bush Rallies Troops During La. Visit 


Address comes amid 
scrutiny of president s 
National Guard service 

FORT POLK, LA. | President Bush 
sought to buck up troop morale at 
a base that has supplied more than 
10,000 soldiers to the war on ter- 
rorism — and lost a dozen in Iraq 
— vowing Tuesday that “the enemy 
will be defeated.” 

“My resolve is the same as it was 
on the day when I walked in the 
rubble of the twin towers,” Bush 


said, his voice breaking. “I will not 
relent until this threat to America 
is removed.” 

Bush spoke to a 
sea of thousands of 
rowdy troops here, 
who responded 
with hearty howls 
of “hooah!” at his 
applause lines. 

“The American 
people appreciate your sacrifice. 
Our government owes you more 
than gratitude; we must always 
make sure America’s soldiers are 


well equipped and well trained to 
fight this war on terror.” 

After trying to quell stories 
about his Vietnam- era military 
record. Bush sought Tuesday to 
put that controversy behind him 
by having lunch with members of 
the National Guard. 

At issue is whether he showed up 
for service in Alabama after receiv- 
ing permission to serve there tem- 
porarily in 1972-73. Bush says he 
recalls serving there, but there is 
scant documentation proving it.

Gay Marriage Rulings Delayed 


Judges hold on 2 cases 
seeking an end to gay 
unions in San Francisco 

SAN FRANCISCO | Two judges delayed 
taking any action Tuesday to shut 
down San Francisco’s same-sex 
wedding spree, rebuffing conser- 
vative groups enraged that the city’s 
liberal politicians had already mar- 
ried almost 2,400 gay and lesbian 
couples. 

The judges took part in separate 
hearings. The second judge told the 
plaintiffs that they would likely suc- 
ceed on the merits eventually, but 


that for now, he couldn’t accept their 
proposed court order because of a 
punctuation error. 

It all came down to a semicolon, 
the judge said. 

“I am not trying to be petty here, 
but it is a big deal. ... That semi- 
colon is a big deal,” San Francisco 
Superior Court Judge James 
Warren said. 

Until the Proposition 22 Legal 
Defense and Education Fund writes 
its proposed court order correctly, 
Warren indicated he would not 
order an immediate halt to the 
marriages of gays and lesbians that 
continued throughout the day across 


the street at City Hall. 

Also Tuesday, San Francisco 
County Superior Court Judge 
Ronald Quidachay said he was 
not prepared to rule until at least 
Friday in a separate challenge of 
the marriages. 

Gay couples from as far as 
Europe have been lining up outside 
City Hall since Thursday, when city 
officials decided to begin marrying 
same-sex couples in a collective act 
of official civil disobedience. 

Mayor Gavin Newsom has 
said the city will keep marrying 
gays until the courts order a halt.

States Fight Federal Education Law 


Officials say No Child 
Left Behind Act asks 
a lot, but funds little 

SALT LAKE CITY | With Utah in the 
vanguard, about a dozen states are 
rebelling against President Bush’s 
centerpiece education law, the No 
Child Left Behind Act, complain- 
ing it imposes costly new obliga- 
tions without providing the money 
to carry them out. 

The Republican-controlled 
Utah House voted 64-8 last week 
not to comply with any provisions 


for which the federal government 
has not supplied enough money. 
The bill, which now goes to the 
Senate, represents the strongest 
position yet taken by lawmakers 
around the country. 

Elsewhere, lawmakers have 
passed or introduced legislation 
or nonbinding resolutions chal- 
lenging the 2002 law’s tougher 
standards for student testing and 
teacher credentials. 

Among other things, the No 
Child Left Behind Act requires vir- 
tually all students to test at their 
grade level for math and reading. 


Schools that do not measure up for 
two years in a row have to provide 
more tutoring or let students trans- 
fer to better schools. 

The law also requires teachers 
to have a specialized training for 
every core subject they cover. The 
government insists it is providing 
enough money to meet the require- 
ments of the law, but many states 
dispute that. 

Federal aid to local school dis- 
tricts totals $32 billion per year, up 
from $24 billion before No Child 
Left Behind was signed into law 
in 2002.

U.N. Says AIDS Is Ravaging

MOSCOW I Russia, Ukraine and 
the Baltic nation of Estonia have 
some of the world’s fastest HIV 
growth rates, the United Nations 
Development Program declared in a 
report released Tuesday.

Donors wary as Arafat, 
prime minister feud 
over financial reforms 

JERUSALEM I A disagreement over 
financial reform erupted into a 
major disputebetween Yasser Arafat 
and his prime minister, threaten- 
ing to hold up vital foreign aid to 
the Palestinian Authority, officials 
said Tuesday. 

The argument broke out after the 
Palestinian Cabinet voted Saturday 
to pay members of the security forc- 
es directly. Cabinet ministers said. 
Currently, senior security officers 
are given lump sums of cash to dis- 
tribute to employees — an invita- 
tion to corruption. 

The Palestinian ministers, 
speaking on condition of ano- 


nymity, said Arafat first agreed to 
the change but then clashed with 
Prime Minister Ahmed Qureia and 
subsequently refused to carry out 
the decision. 

The Arafat- Qureia dispute is 
perhaps their most serious since 
the prime minister took office 
late last year. Similar disputes 
with Arafat pushed Qureia’s pre- 
decessor, Mahmoud Abbas, to 
resign last year. 

International donors have made 
reform in the payment system a top 
priority and have grown impatient 
in recent months with the slow pace 
of change. With donors scaling back 
aid, the Palestinian Authority has 
taken out bank loans in recent 
months to pay the salaries of 
125,000 government employees.

Judge in Portugal 
Acquits 7 Women 
In Abortion Case 

LISBON, PORTUGAL | A judge 
Tuesday acquitted seven women 
who had abortions deemed illegal 
in Portugal, where the laws are 
among the strictest in Europe. 

Judge Paulo Brandao found 
there was insufficient evidence to 
convict the defendants. “The deci- 
sion is a healthy signal for society,” 
Brandao said. 

Tuesday’s ruling in Aveiro, about 
110 miles north of Lisbon, comes 
two weeks before Parliament is 
scheduled to debate easing the 
abortion laws. Abortion is illegal in 
this mostly Roman Catholic country 
except under strictly defined med- 
ical circumstances, or in cases of 
rape.

Va. House Passes 
Restrictions on 
Morning-After Pill 

RICHMOND, VA. I The House of 
Delegates approved bills Tuesday 
making it more difficult for under- 
age girls and college students to 
obtain the morning-after birth 
control pill. 

The House voted 59-41 to pass 
Delegate Kathy Byron’s bill requiring 
parental consent before emergency 
contraceptives can be prescribed for 
an unmarried girl under age 18. 


Delegate Robert G. Marshall’s 
legislation prohibiting distribution 
of the pill at state -supported uni- 
versities passed 52-47. 

Both measures now go to the 
Senate. 

Critics claim that easy access 
to the pill encourages reckless sex- 
ual behavior. But Delegate Albert 
Eisenberg argued that the parental 
consent bill would have dire con- 
sequences. 

“If this bill passes we will only 
ensure more abortions, more 
unwanted children and more 
abandoned babies,” Eisenberg said.

D.C. leaders ask court 
to overturn federal ban 

WASHINGTON | The question of 
whether the nation’s capital can tax 
commuters who work there moved 
into a courtroom Tuesday. 

Mayor Anthony Williams, 
the D.C. Council and a group of 
District residents are suing the 
federal government to overturn 
a federal law banning the District 
of Columbia from levying a com- 
muter tax. At Tuesday’s hearing, 
the federal government sought to 
dismiss the suit. 

District lawyers argued before 
U.S. District Court Judge Ellen 
Segal Huvelle that the ban vio- 
lates the equal protection clause 
of the Constitution, because it does 


not prohibit any other jurisdiction 
from taxing money earned within its 
borders. Attorneys also argued that 
because District residents have no 
voting representation in Congress, 
they have no remedy. 

But an attorney for the Justice 
Department argued that the District 
is not subject to the same rules as 
other jurisdictions . 

“The fundamental fact here is 
that the District of Columbia is 
a unique entity,” attorney Rupa 
Bhattacharyya said. 

She said the constitutional pro- 
vision creating the District autho- 
rized Congress to act as a state leg- 
islature, and that Congress alone 
should have the power to impose a 
tax on D.C. commuters.

Appeals court rules 
registry cuts danger of 
‘telemarketing abuse’ 

D E N V E R I A federal appeals court on 
Tuesday upheld the government’s 
dot-not-call registry, dismissing 
telemarketers’ claims that it vio- 
lates ff ee-speech rights and is unfair 
because it doesn’t apply to charities 
and political solicitations. 

“We hold that the do -not- call 
registry is a valid commercial 
speech regulation because it directly 
advances the government’s impor- 
tant interests in safeguarding per- 
sonal privacy and reducing the dan- 
ger of telemarketing abuse without 
burdening an excessive amount of 
speech,” the 10th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals ruled.

Stewart 

Prosecutions case 
slowed by court limits 
on use of broker’s calls 

NEW YORK I Afederal judge Tuesday 
further limited the government’s 
ability to prove Martha Stewart 
and her stockbroker conspired to 
lie about Stewart’s sale of ImClone 
Systems stock.

Comcast Stands by Offer for Disney 


PHILADELPHIAIA day after its offer 
to buy The Walt Disney Co. was 
rejected as cheap, cable TV giant 
Comcast Corp. refused to budge on 
its unsolicited all- stock offer, say- 
ing it reflected a fair valuation of 
the iconic media company.

PRO BASEBALL I When Alex 
Rodriguez put on the pinstripes for 
the first time, his shoulders stooped, 
perhaps feeling the weight of all that 
tradition on his broad back.

DOPING I Barry Bonds’s personal 
trainer told federal agents he gave 
steroids to several baseball players, 
according to documents released 
Tuesday. 

No players were identified, and 
it was unclear whether the train- 
er, Greg Anderson, gave specific 
names. 

Anderson was one of four men 
charged last week in a steroid- dis- 
tribution ring that supplied athletes 
with steroids and other banned sub- 
stances. All four pleaded innocent. 
No athletes have been charged. 

Federal officials released two 
affidavits Tuesday that supported 
search warrants used in raids on 
Anderson’s home in September. 

The new documents said 
Anderson initially denied distrib- 
uting steroids in discussions with 
federal agents but later said he 
sometimes “gave” steroids to peo- 
ple he knew. 

“Upon further questioning, 
Anderson admitted that he had 
given steroids to several profes- 
sional baseball players,” the docu- 
ments said.

Face to Face 


Facial transplant sugery: Society may not be ready, but science is 


M E D I C I N E I Society may not be quite 
ready for the day when a dead per- 
son’s face is recycled for the living 
— but that day is coming none- 
theless. 

Such an operation would give 
new life to someone severely dis- 
figured by burns, cancer or an 
accident, allowing the person to 
exist free of the stares and shock 
their appearances often evoke. The 
procedure would be more straight- 
forward than the many reconstruc- 
tive surgeries such victims usually 
must endure. 

Already, doctors at the University 
of Louisville in Kentucky say they 
hope to soon select a candidate for 
the operation, possibly within the 
year. The same team performed the 
first US. hand transplant (and sec- 
ond in the world) in 1999. Surgeons 
in other countries are pursuing the 
possibility of a face transplant as 
well. All agree it’s just a matter 
of time until the world’s first face 
transplant. 

The technical skills needed for 
the surgery are well-established. 
Organs are routinely transplant- 
ed from one person to another, 
and even some limb transplants 
have been successful. Those oper- 
ations, once remarkable, have 
become almost commonplace. 

But an internal organ, or even a 
hand, is dramatically different from 
the wholesale appearance change 
that surgeons are now considering, 
the Louisville surgeons acknowl- 
edge. 

Faces are the most visible por- 
tion of human identities. They’re 
how we think of ourselves, how oth- 
ers recognize us. The possibility of 
altering that identity so radically — 
a science fiction plot device made 
real — could make people recoil, 
perhaps eroding support needed 
for the operation. 

In Britain, reservations from the 
medical community have indefinite- 
ly stalled plans there for a facial 
transplant. Aware of the sensitive 
nature of such surgery, the doctors 
in Kentucky are treading carefully. 
The team is exploring ethical argu-

ments for and against the proce- 
dure, using studies and surveys to 
gauge likely public reaction. 

If the results are favorable, the 
surgeons are prepared to proceed. 
Even if the reaction is an unexpected 
negative, the surgeons say the notion 
eventually will become accepted. 

“As for surgical technique, a face 
transplant could have been done 10 
years ago,” said Dr. John Barker, 
director of research for the surgeons’ 
group. “And now with the prelimi- 
nary results we have in our ethics 
studies, we think it’s time.” 

The group is evaluating potential 
transplant recipients, as is a group 
of collaborating physicians in the 
Netherlands, he said. French sur- 
geons also are said to be consider- 
ing the operation. 

Public acceptance is not the only 
roadblock, however. Many doctors 
remain unconvinced of the medical 
need for the operation, question- 
ing whether the risks of the surgery 
outweigh its potential value. A face 
recipient would need to take power- 
ful medications for the remainder 
of his or her life to prevent rejection 
by the body. He or she also would 
face the possibility that the trans- 
plant would fail — and the unknown 
psychological effect of having one’s 
cardinal form of identity, even if dis- 
figured, so wholly transformed. 

“Faces,” said a British advisory 
panel in a published report, “help us 
understand who we are and where 
we come from.” 

A face transplant would rely on 
microsurgery — the connection of 
very small nerves and blood vessels. 
In the first such surgeries, doctors 
probably would remove a layer 
of donor skin containing muscle, 
nerves, tendons and blood vessels. 
The recipient’s disfigured face would 
be removed down to the bone and 
cartilage, and the donor face draped 
across it, fitted and reattached. 

The result would be a hybrid 
face, with features from donor 
and recipient. Barker said. The 
team has tried to anticipate the 
cosmetic result by experimenting 
on cadavers. The result is a face 
that resembles donor and recipi- 
ent, perhaps similar to a relative 
of one or the other. 

“It’s surprising how different the 
recipients look” from the donors, he 
said. “If you transplanted the entire 
bone structure, however, they would 
look exactly like the donor.” 

That, however, is not currently 
possible.

The Last 
Word on 
Last Meals 

BOOKS I With recipes for “gallows 
gravy” and “rice rigor mortis,” Brian 
Price’s new cookbook brings a touch 
of dark wit to a subject seldom wel- 
come at the dinner table: death. 

But it’s the taste of Price’s humor, 
not the flavor of his dishes, that is 
raising questions about “Meals to 
Die For,” a collection of 42 recipes 
for final meals requested by inmates 
on Texas’ death row. 

“Some folks think I’m poking 
fun at a serious and solemn sub- 
ject,” said Price, who prepared 220 
such meals in a prison kitchen in 
Huntsville while serving time him- 
self. “My intention is not to offend 
anyone.” 

His recipes — such as Old 
Sparky’s Genuine Convict Chili, in 
levels of spice measured at 5,000, 
10,000 or 20,000 volts — have 
drawn criticism from at least one 
victims’ rights group. 

“He’s a scum- sucking bottom- 
feeder,” said Dianne Clements, pres- 
ident of the Houston -based Justice 
For All, complaining that Price is 
trying to profit from crime at the 
expense of victims. 

The book, scheduled to be pub- 
lished in March, is as much about 
prison experiences as food. 

“There’s a fascination with death, 
the macabre, a curiosity of the dark 
side,” said Price, who was paroled 
last year after serving 14 years on 
a pair of convictions related to the 
abduction of his brother-in-law and 
a sexual assault on an ex-wife. 

The book says the favorite last 
meal is cheeseburgers and french 
fries. Steak, ice cream and fried 
chicken are popular too. Price said. 

Vegetables? Not so much, 
although one inmate wanted fried 
squash, fried eggplant, mashed 
potatoes, snap peas, boiled cab- 
bage, corn on the cob, spinach 
and cheese- covered broccoli with 
his chicken. 

Prison officials try to meet meal 
requests but usually choose from 
whatever is available in the prison 
pantry. That means a request for 
lobster may bring fish sticks, the 
closest thing to seafood in stock.

The Accidental Star 


William Hung wanted 
to sing in the worst 
way — and he did 

PERSONALITY I In the age of real- 
ity television, failure has created 
a new genre of fame. Ask William 
Hung, a Hong Kong-born student 
who cut class last fall to try out for 
“American Idol.” Hung was prepared 
for the stage fright, the long lines, 
even the disparaging judges. What 
he didn’t expect was for defeat to 
turn him into an international cult 
celebrity. 

In a perverse and increasing- 
ly common twist that has over- 
whelmed the 21-year-old University 
of California, Berkeley, civil engi- 
neering major, the spotlight that 
shone last week on his uninhibit- 
ed, Chinese -accented rendition of 
“She Bangs” by Ricky Martin now 
just won’t go away.

But Hung said the situation has 
stunned him.

Web sites devoted to 
Hung have popped up all over the 
Internet, including one that gen- 
erated so much traffic — 4 million 
hits in four days — that it had to 
be shut down.

RENO VAT 1 0 N S I “It never gets weird 
enough for me.” 

So says James Spader, in 
response to a question about the 
boundaries of Alan Shore’s behav- 
ior. 

Shore is the lawyer whose clever 
mind, amoral heart, contrary soul 
and charming smirk are the prime 
surprise elements on this eighth sea- 
son of “The Practice.” 

When David E. Kelley, cre- 
ator and executive producer of 
the ABC legal drama, citing cost- 
cutting needs, fired six major cast 
members, prospects were consid- 
ered dim for this season. But then 
along came Spader as the ethically 
challenged Shore, and things turned 
around.

bad when they are good and good 
when they are bad.” 

In a new story arc beginning 
Feb. 15 with the episode “Going 
Home,” Patrick Dempsey guest 
stars as Dr. Paul Stewart, Shore’s 
best friend from childhood, who is 
accused of murdering his mistress. 
Jill Clayburgh is Stewart’s mother, 
Betty White, a nosey neighbor, and 
Ed Asner, the judge presiding over 
Shore’s efforts at defense. 

The third episode hadn’t been 
completed at the time of Spader’s 
interview, so it was with sincerity 
that he said of the murder case, “I’m 
anxious to know who did it. That 
is not readily apparent. There are 
lots of possibilities.” 

With Shore there always are.

DISCIPLINES I Ever yearn to study

of serious academic pursuit along- 
side literature, music and art. They 
are staking out space in universities 
with Ph.D. programs, research cen- 
ters and online journals.

“Pong,” all at the same time. 

Eric Zimmerman, co -founder of 
gamcLab, says the game is almost 
postmodern in how it appropri- 
ates “the raw material of our own 
history.” 

“What we try to do is provide not 
a single way of looking at games but 
a whole series of ways,” Zimmerman 
said. “We would like to have an 
audience that thinks about games 
as more than boy power fantasies.”

NEGOTIATION I “Everybody Love s 
Raymond” star Ray Romano said 
Friday that there would be “no quick 
resolution” to the question of wheth- 
er he and executive producer Phil 
Rosenthal would return to the series 
for a ninth and final season. 

Meanwhile, NBC is locked in a 
nasty legal dispute with the creators 
of “Will & Grace,” and the network 
is threatening to bar them from 


overseeing the comedy hit. 

Broadcasters are already reel- 
ing from serious prime-time ratings 
declines this season, particularly for 
scripted shows. Hit sitcoms are so 
lucrative to studios they help com- 
pensate for the expensive process of 
developing new shows. And in their 
syndication afterlife, some sitcoms 
remain extremely popular on local 
stations and cable outlets such as 


TV Land. That helps explain why 
the problems with “Raymond” and 
“Will & Grace” loom large. 

In the case of “Raymond,” time is 
running out, because writers need 
to start working on a finale if the 
series is indeed going off the air. But 
CBS is pressing the duo to sign for 
another season, and Romano’s rep- 
resentatives have asked for a per- 
episode fee of $4 million.

Over at NBC, “Will & Grace.” 
creators David Kohan and Max 
Mutchnick have told the network 
they want to come back and run 
the series in September. 

But in December the pair Bled a 
lawsuit alleging that the network’s 
production arm, NBC Studios, 
cheated them out of millions in 
potential profits from distribution 
of the hit show in off-network syn- 
dication. NBC executives have told 
the duo that as long as the lawsuit 
is pending, they are not welcome 
back.

DAYTIME TALK I Ellen DeGeneres’s 
syndicated daytime TV talk show 
is a hit despite what she admits is 
a lack of personal interest in what 
may be Topic A for other TV come- 
dians — the Democratic presiden- 
tial primary race.

Seven years after a Time mag- 
azine cover story in which the 
standup comic and 
then-sitcom star 
revealed that she 
is gay, DeGeneres 
said she considers 
her self- outing “the 
best thing I ever did 
for myself,” despite 
causing temporary damage to her 
career. 

“That hurt my feelings in many 
ways. But once all that settled. I’m 
able to be exactly who I am and I 
have nothing to hide anymore,” she 
said.

E N G I N E S I Fuel-sipping hybrids may 
be hip, but the Hemi and other pow- 
erful engines are growing in pop- 
ularity as many Americans renew 
their love affair with heightened 
horsepower. 

Automakers installed large V-8 
engines in 29.1 percent of all passen- 
ger vehicles built in North America 
for the U.S. market last year, the 
highest rate since 1985, according 
to Ward’s Automotive Reports. The 
rate has risen every year since 2000, 
when V-8s went into 25.3 percent 
of North American -built cars and 
trucks for American drivers. Ward’s 
statistics show. 

Analysts and industry executives 
give a variety of reasons for the rise 
in V-8s, which use more fuel but 
produce more power than smaller 
engines: Strong demand for trucks 
and sport utility vehicles, relatively 


inexpensive gas prices and technol- 
ogy that’s leading to improved fuel 
efficiency, even in bigger engines. 

Some, like Carlton Jack of The 
Woodlands, Texas, simply want 


more muscle under the hood. Jack, 
a police officer in nearby Houston, 
said he drives 30 miles from his 
home to downtown Houston for 
work. He was so enamored with 


the Hemi- equipped Dodge Ram 
pickup he bought for himself last 
year that he purchased another for 
his wife, Lourdes, at Christmas. 

Aided by aggressive TV adver- 
tising, DaimlerChrysler AG’s 345- 
horsepower Hemi has emerged as 
the archtypal beefy engine. 

The Hemi, which dates to the 
1950s, gets its name from the hemi- 
spherical shape of its combustion 
chamber. 

Chrysler introduced the new- 
est version in 2002 on heavy-duty 
trucks, then began offering it as an 
option on the Dodge Ram 1500 
pickup and Durango SUV. 

Chrysler also will offer the 
Hemi on two upcoming cars, the 
Chrysler 300C sedan and Dodge 
Magnum sport wagon. The car- 
version of the Hemi has an added 
feature — a so-called multi- dis- 
placement system — that allows 
the vehicle to reduce the number 
of cylinders in use during normal 
driving conditions, improving fuel 
economy an extra 10 to 20 percent.
